Ryan Hayward says it means 
the retirement of AlphaGo, a 
machine developed by a pair of 
University of Alberta alumni.

AlphaGo was developed by 
the team at Google UeepMind 
led by University of Alberta 
PhD graduate David Silver and 
former post-doctorate fellow 
Ajia Huang.

to master because the near- 
infinite number of possible 
positions requires intuition 
and flexibility. 

“Three years ago if you'd 
asked me, I would say 1 would 
not see in my lifetime a com¬ 
puter program beat a human 
at the game of go," Hayward 
said in Edmonton. 

Go players take turns put¬ 
ting white or black stones on 
a rectangular grid with 361 
intersections, trying to cap¬ 
ture territory and each other's 
pieces by surrounding them. 

Hayward explained that the 
heait of the computer is a num¬ 
ber of algorithms that recog¬ 
nize patterns in a go game. 

He said Google has already 
used the algorithms to reduce 
energy consumption in their 
server farms by 2D per cent 
and they may also have appli¬ 
cations for medical diagnoses.

Mayors take lead 
on opioid crisis

Public health experts in Edmon¬ 
ton are applauding a push from 
Canada's mayors for action on 
opioid deaths. 

The Big-City Mayors’ Caucus 
released a report Thursday on 
the opioid crisis calling for co-or¬ 
dinated action from all levels of 
government, and on the federal 
government specifically to estab¬ 
lish a standardized format for 
the collection of overdose data 
with quarterly public reports. 

"In previous drug crises we 
have seen the municipal govern¬ 
ments take leadership, and a lot 
of drug policy progress has been 
made at the municipal level first 
and then scaled rip. " said Elaine 
Hyshka. a member of Access to 
Medically Supervised injection 
Services and assistant professor 
with the University of Alberta's 
school of public health. 

"It is. 1 think, a very positive 
thing to see the mayors speak¬ 
ing out and calling forcefully for 
more support from the provin¬ 
cial and federal levels,” 

Hyshka said the recommen¬ 
dations — which also include 


expanding access to a range of 
treatment options and adopting 
a national action plan to address 
root causes of addiction — show 
that "we know what to do to re¬ 
spond to the crisis, and we just 
need the political will at all lev¬ 
els of government to do that.” 

She said the federal govern¬ 
ment has a critical role to play 
in ca-OFdinating surveillance 
systems for monitoring overdose 
deaths. Currendy, each province 
has its own system and repotting 
varies widely. 

“We don’t have up to date, 
real-time data on BMis calls, hos¬ 
pitalizations and overdose mor¬ 
tality. And that's something we 
desperately need in this coun¬ 
try,” Hyshka said. 

Hakique Vi rani, a public 
health doctor and director of 
Metro City Medical Clinic, said 
the recommendations in the 
call to action are encouraging 
but he would like to see officials 
go a step further. 

“Decriminalization of sub¬ 
stance use across the board is ne¬ 
cessary,” Virani said. “It's what's 
worked in other jurisdictions 
when they've faced overdose 
crises, and w r hen they've been 
witnessing increasing toxicity of 
illicit supplies, which is essen¬ 
tially what we're seeing now.” 

Mayor Don Iveson is part of 
the task force, which includes 
13 mayors across Canada. 

A spokesperson for federal 
health minister Jane Philpott 
said the Public Health agency 
of Canada is working with prov¬ 
inces and territories through the 


Special Advisory Committee on 
the Epidemic of Opioid Over¬ 
doses, and has developed a com¬ 
mon quarterly reporting tem¬ 
plate for opioid-related deaths. 

“Minister Philpott is commit¬ 
ted to using eveiy lever at her 
disposal to Combat this crisis, 
and to working with all levels 
of government and partners 
across the country to do so,*' said 
spokesperson Andrew MacKen- 
drick.

Protect creek from 
motorboats: Group 


Owners pushing for 
dog-friendly patios

A local environmental group 
wants the city lo protect rare 
fish habitat in Whitemud 
Creek by banning the motor- 
boat drivers they say wreak 
havoc in the narrow waterway. 

“They have no regard for 
the environment and no re¬ 
gard for the wildlife on that 
creek," said Wayne Oakes* a 
retired RCMP officer, dining 
the debate at the community 
and public services committee 
on Triday. 

Blit the city's hands are tied, 
because waterways fall under 
the jurisdiction of the federal 
government. 

However, city staff told coun¬ 
ci Hors at the committee meet¬ 
ing they will w r ork with police 
and provincial fish and wildlife 
officers to monitor reckless be¬ 
haviour. Signs will also be in¬ 
stalled to discourage boat driv¬ 
ers from entering the creek. 

But that approach doesn't 
go far enough, according to 
Charlie Richmond with the 
Sierra Club. 

He asked councillors to lob¬ 
by the federal government to 
restrict access altogether. 


“Ibis current approach is 
not going to w r ork on people 
who are going to violate any¬ 
way, 1 ' he said. “Squabbling over 
who has jurisdiction is ridicu¬ 
lous. It’s time to proceed with 
the full meal deal." 

Zooming vessels in the creek 
also present safety problems, 
said Oakes. 

"They have a lack of regard 
for other potential vessel users. 
They're speeding past these 
hairpin curves," he said, not¬ 
ing boat users could face char¬ 
ges of careless operation, or 
criminal negligence causing 
injury or death if a severe col¬ 
lision occurs. 

"There's going to be a very 
tragic collision that could re¬ 
sult in significant harm to hu¬ 
man life or loss of human life" 

Apparently convinced, coun¬ 
cillors on the committee voted 
to recommend tasking admin¬ 
istration with beginning to 
work on developing a federal 
application to restrict boats 
from entering the creek. 

That move will require city 
council approval next week,

Dog owner Kari Bazian's 
doesn't mind tying her pooch 
Mona outside the patio fence 
when enjoying lunch at local 
restaurants, but it’s far from 
ideal. 

“Dogs aren't always com¬ 
fortable on the street where 
everyone is passing by," she 
said. “The dog can be on edge 
and the people can be on edge 
because they 're concerned for 
the dog." 

While some Edmonton res¬ 
taurants allow r dogs to sit out- 
si de the patio, their leashes 
tied to the gate, some dog 
lovers say it doesn't have to 
be this way. 

Dog-friendly patios where 
pups can actually sit with their 
humans are on the rise in Cal¬ 
gary — the city has two — 
but Edmonton doesn't have 
a single one. 

In Alberta, restaurant 
owners now have the option 
to allow pets on patios, as long 
as they get the nod from Al¬ 
berta Health Services. 

Thoebe Bung, owner of Cal¬ 
gary restaurant Vin Room, 


spent about a year working 
with the provincial health au¬ 
thority to make her patio work 
for both humans and pooches. 

She sought approval, she 
said, because she wanted to 
enjoy a glass of wine with her 
Pomeranian outside on the 
patio, 

“It's tike the new nuclear 
family: Two people and their 
pet," she said. “As long as 
people are responsible about 
it. J think iE would be great to 
see more." 

At Vin Room, pooches get 
homemade treats, beds and 
a drinking fountain. They all 
must be vaccinated and, if one 


is misbehaving, staff have the 
right to tell their owner to 
leave. 

“It's been very positive so 
far,' 1 Fung said, noting the res¬ 
taurant has human-only nights 
from Thursday to Saturday. 
“Dogs of all sizes have shown 
up, from my eight-pound Pom¬ 
eranian to a 100-pound rescue. 
They Figure out how to get 
along with each other." 

Bazian points to Statistics 
Canada numbers that show 
Edmontonians have more pets 
than kids, and argues there's a 
business case for being more 
accommodating to animals. 

“Why wouldn't business¬ 


es want to capitalize on this 
niche, but large, group of dog 
owners?" she said. 

Kerry Williamson, spokes¬ 
person with Alberta Health 
Services, said officials are al- 
ways happy to work with oper¬ 
ators to help them understand 
regulations. 

In an email he said restau¬ 
rants who want dog-friendly 
patios must list all “control 
measures’ 1 that would mini¬ 
mize potential health hazards, 
and “adverse incidents" that 
could be caused by animals, 

“We must always ensure 
that public safety is our first 
priority."

Province credit rating dropped 


Alberta's credit rating has once 
again been knocked down over 
concerns of rising debt levels 
and unbalanced budgets. 

S&P Global Ratings says it 
has reduced the province’s rat¬ 
ing two notches from AA to A+ 
on its expectation of continued 
high deficits in the next two 
years as Alberta tries to stimu¬ 
late the economy. 

"Our assessment of the prov¬ 
ince's budgetary performance 
... has significantly deteriorated 
and is materially weaker com¬ 
pared with that of both domes¬ 
tic and international peers , -1 the 


agency said. 

SEil 1, criticized the prov¬ 
ince for not 
introducing 
any material 
measures of 
fiscal restraint 
in the spring 
budget, and 
instead wait¬ 
ing for oil 
prices to re¬ 
cover to bol¬ 
ster its finances. 

Finance Minister joe Ceci said 
that the NDl 1 government made 
a choice to keep spending to 


foster growth, rather than to 
make budget cuts to please 
bond raters. 

He said efforts are shading to 
pay off Alberta's economy is ex¬ 
pected to grow 2.6 percent this 
year, the highest rate in Canada. 

“Had we made deep cuts that 
might have satisfied some bond 
raters, it would have resulted 
in a much deeper and longer 
recession," said Ceci. 

He also rejected S&P's sug¬ 
gestion that the province could 
raise taxes to Improve its fiscal 
position.

Flew to Atlanta 
for modelling 
job, then held 
captive 

Police say an Alberta woman 
lured to the United States with 
a promise of modelling work 
was instead held against her 
will in a trailer and jumped 
through a plate-gLiss window 
to escape. 

“She sure did," said Creed 
Hashe, chief deputy in Pickens 
County, S.C. 

Hashe said there was no 
answer when officers arrived 
at the trailer's door, but they 
heard a scream and someone 
running inside seconds before 
the woman dove through the 
window into the front yard. 

“She was treated and re¬ 
leased at a local hospital. Her 
and her family are on the way 
back to Canada. She’s doing 
great in consideration of every¬ 
thing she's been through," he 
said. 

Police said the woman, de¬ 
scribed as being between IS 
and 25. flew to Atlanta last 
week for what she believed 
was a modelling job and had 


been talking with the accused 
for a couple of months. 

He agreed to pay her 515,000 
for her work which would not 
involve “nudity or acts of sexual 
behaviour," said Hashe. 

He said the accused paid for 
her airline ticket to Atlanta and 
picked her up. 

Police allege she was held 
captive and sexually assaulted 
after he threatened her safety 
and the safety of her family in 
Canada. They said the ordeal 
lasted five days, but she was al-

lowed to contact her family via 
Face rime as her captor watched. 
Somehow she was able to sig¬ 
nal her location and give clues 
that she was in danger. 

Her family contacted the 
RCMP who notified local au¬ 
thorities. They managed to 
track the couple by using cell¬ 
phone signals. 


“The information we were 
receiving back was bouncing 
between multiple counties, so 
there was a delay in locating 
them because they were mov¬ 
ing in a vehicle." 

Police said they broke into 
the barricaded trailer where 
they found a suspect in a rear 
bedroom. They say he held dep¬ 
uties at bay with a knife to his 
own throat before finally sur¬ 
rendering. 

“A lot of times 1 guess people 
put too much confidence in 
the Internet or social media. 
Sometimes they get lured into 
things that are not as legit or as 
genuine as they wanted them 
to be," Hashe said. 

“Unfortunately, it's a target- 
rich environment for people 
who are trying to prey on 
people that they can lure into 
their schemes and criminal 
activity." 

Ered Russell Lrey, 3B, of Nor¬ 
ris. S.C.„ is charged with kid¬ 
napping and criminal sexual 
conduct. Hashe said Urey was 
known to police but only for 
previous drug arrests. 

“When you start talking 
about charges for kidnapping 
and criminal sexual conduct, 
in South Carolina those are ex¬ 
tremely serious offences," he 
added, the Canadian press

doubt Scheer will be able to 
bridge the generational divide. 

“He’s the closet thing we 
have had to ii millennial in any 
of the major parties. 1 ' he said. 
"Andrew is going to appeal to 
youth, definitely" 

Hawkes said millennials 
don't all think the same way 
and Scheer's pledge to remove 
binding from universities that 
don't protect freedom of speech 
will have broad appeal, 

“They don’t feel they're al¬ 
lowed to speak about what mat¬ 
ters to them and their beliefs 


Quito Maggi, president of 
Mainstreet Research, polled 
extensively on the race.

“You have different mountain ranges, different 
sunlight, different shade. different soil, deferent 
rainfalls,' says Er c Shabsove of Mountain View 
Coffee in Toronto, chief curator of the Headline 
Coffee series. 'There are alE kinds of different 
micro-climates throughout the country. All 
this translates into wonderfully unique taste 
characteristics. Beans from one fa y m next to 
another farm vyon't necessarily taste the same. 
Thar's what's exciting about going back to a 
country like Peru and trying a different region.' 

Cate de Monteverde's coffees are shade grown 
at an altitude of 1,400-1,SQQ meters above sea 
level T har ks to the micro-climates particular to 


Rodrigue: de Mendoza, growers can harvest all 
year long, with increased product on between 
April and December The harvest begins by 
selecting mature red cherries to ensure a 
greater concentration of sugars. Beans are then 
pulped, washed end fermented [fermentation is 
typically an 18- to 24-tour process]. 

The outcome is a bean that creates a smooth 
and we l-balancsd coffee. It's exquisite 
Taste—delivering on The prom se of a wonderful 
aroma-is a rich body of brown sugar end 
termed caramel notes. Caf£ de Monteverde 
coffee may indeed have the perfect ratio of 
sweetness to acidity, says Snabsove.

The Cafb Monteverde co-op was founded in 
1989—comprising 12 families with deep roots 
in agriculture, conservation and education—to 
better serve the needs of local coffee 
producers.

the hill. Sometimes the r e might have been only- 
one buyer there."

these farmers were typically taken advantage 
of, simply because there wasn't a consistently 
reliable source of buyers for their coffee 
'And so any prion, invariably, would have to 
be the price they got," he laments. 'But with

occur throughout the year covering topics 
such as soil conservation, pest management, 
ha 'vesting and cultivation. 

These ate tangible benefits for farmers who 
produce high quality coffee and that includes 
the provision and installation of solar drying 
tables and fermentation Tanks. Tnese benefits 
are real incentives for farmers to continually 
improve then coffee quality and process ng 
techniques. 

Sustainability soars 

As pert of the co-op's commitment to the 
environment, Cafe de Monteverde is assessing 
projects that would benef r their surrounding 
land and community. Project proposals Inc ude 
efforts to use more efficient irrigation systems, 
creating a sanctuary for local flora and fauna and 
developing better waste management systems. 

This is organ c coffee production at its best: lhe 
co-op is deeply involved with their farmers at 
every stage, including tne planting of seedlings, 
water conservation, maintenance of soil fertility, 
organic matter composting and organic

More arrests 
made after 
terror attack 
in Manchester 

British police made two more 
arrests and stormed three more 
locations Sunday as they hunted 
for suspects in the Manchester 
bombing, while a government 
minister said members of at¬ 
tacker Salman Abedi’s network 
may still be at large. 

Greater Manchester Police 
said two men — one 25 years 
old and the other 19 — were ar¬ 
rested in the city on suspicion of 
terrorist offences. Eleven other 
men between the ages of IS and 
44 also were in custody. 

Most of the searches and ar¬ 
rests since Monday night's bomb¬ 
ing have been in multi-ethnic 
south Manchester, where Abedi 
the son of Libyan parents — was 
bom and raised. 


Police say that 1.000 people 
are working on the investigation, 
trying to track down Abedi's ac¬ 
complices and piece together his 
movements in the days before he 
detonated a bomb at an Ariarui 
Grande concert.

THE QUESTION 

Do I really have to use 
preferred pronouns? 




Dear Ellen, 

My 22-year-old son has 
a friend who looks and 
sounds female to me, but 
he says she is J, 'non-binary/' 
meaning not male or fe¬ 
male, I'm supposed to call 
her "they 1 " or 'them" I try 
my best but I find it all very 
confusing and often forget 
to use the correct pronoun, 
which makes my son furi¬ 
ous, He says I'm being ter¬ 
ribly rude and insulting, but 
isn't it a bit rude to expect 
me to change how I talk just 
to accommodate some¬ 
one efse's radical political 
views? 

Confused Mom 
Dear Confused Mom, 

Wowza, ma’iirn. Yuli have 
opened li giant tinderbox 
here, hut it's a good one, and 
increasingly relevant, so let's 
discuss. 

First, consider a similar 
language issue from another 
era. Before the term 
Ms. came in, men were 
identified as Mr., regardless 
Of marital status, While 
women were identified as 
"Mrs.'’ or Miss. In other 
words, with a simple 
honorific, society instantly 
divided women into married 
(off limits, i.e., sexually 
unavailable] or single 
I sexually available if young, 
or proven sexual reject if 
older). 

Many chauvinists [male 
and female] fought the use 


of Ms., suspecting (correctly) 
that it threatened the 
patriarchal status quo by 
chipping away at how female 
humans overall are seen 
and defined. But in terms of 
etiquette, the rules are on 
the side of Ms. — that is, if 
you believe etiquette means 
treating all human beings as 
equal [which it does). Simply 
put, all humans are equally 
entitled to keep their marital 
status private in public 
and on paper. Bo the use of 
Ms. has rightly prevailed, 
and we should all use it, 
unless a woman insists on 


being called Mrs., in which 
case one should politely 
respect her wishes to be so 
identified. 

Your non-binary pronoun 
question is complex, but 
similar. The request feels 
unreasonable because 
it doesn't make sense 
to people who grew up 
thinking the world was male 
or female, period. It helps if 
you try to understand that 
‘"being 1 ' male or female, or 
neither, is not a choice or a 
“radical political view." It’s 
a real feeling, rooted in a 
sense of personal identity. 


But whether you 
understand this or not, or 
like it or not, the right thing 
to do is respect your son's 
friend's request and make 
an effort CO Use the neutral 
pronoun. 

Don' t worry if you make 
mistakes — as long as you 
proceed in good faith and 
make an honest effort, they 
can be politely patient with, 
and appreciative of broad¬ 
minded you.

T he 
beauty of House of Cards was 
that it took you deep into the 
bowels of the West Wing, while 
our anti-hero president van¬ 
quished foes like a true Master 
of Whisperers, it sometimes 
took an entire season to pass 
a crucial piece of legislation 
using those dark arts. But the 
details were exquisite. 

Now there is Trump. Sudden¬ 
ly it's apparent that you don't 
need experience, or smarts, or 
even a basic understanding of 
world affairs to be president. 
While Spacey’s playbook is 
right out of Machiaveili's The 
Prince, Trump i s absurdly car¬ 
toon ish, his clumsy manoeuv¬ 


res stolen from WrestleMania. 
That 's not surprising, since the 
president sits in the WWE Hall 
of Fame. 

With Trump we have learned 
that sophistry' does not win you 
points. Or an election. Why be 
like Frank Underwood, deli¬ 
cately tap dancing through 


congress when the blunt instill¬ 
ment of an executive order is 
far more to the point? 

With the fictional President 
Underwood, the devil is in the 
details. And he’ll tell you so 
himself, as the new season re¬ 
turns to breaking the fifth wall. 
Underwood plays to the cam¬ 


era, gleefully relaying the mis¬ 
chief he's up to. You only wish 
he had a handlebar moustache 
to twirl when he’s doing it. 

Trump doesn't care about 
the fine print, and so far, de¬ 
spite stumbling past his first 
100 days, he's still gamely 
hanging on, a wounded, angry 


creature. Underwood's south¬ 
ern charm is benign by com¬ 
parison. 

Like HEO’s comedy Veep, 
about a narcissistic, over- 
the-top politician dinging to 
power played by Julia Lou ta¬ 
ll reyfus, House of Cards has 
been usurped by reality. It's 
hard to satirize a president 
who is satirizing himself. 

Still, House of Cards has 
often veered into excess, shar¬ 
ing more UNA with Veep than 
All The President's Men as it 
careened from drama to black 
parody. 

That seemed evident last 
season when the president de¬ 
cided to put his wife on the 
ticket as the vice-president. 
That sort of nepotism would 
be laughable — and arguably, 
it detracted from the realism 
of the show. 

But then Trump put his 
daughter Ivanka in the White 
House and let his son-in-law 
Jared Kushner handle foreign 
affairs, all the while continu¬ 
ing to blattmtly profit in his 
business from political connec¬ 
tions while a special investiga¬ 
tor decides w r hether his staff 
was colluding with Russians. 

Rest in peace. House of 
Cards. You delivered a decent 
season with fine performances, 
But the world has, incompre¬ 
hensibly, passed you by.

Using farmers to save badgers 


CONSERVATION 

Endangered 
creatures rely 
on the help of 
farms to live

Ontario's 200 endangered 
badgers are hanging on by 
a thread. And. their habitat 

— perhaps even their future 

— depends a great deal on 
farmers. 

Badgers live in burrows 
around the perimeters of 
farmers' fields and creek- 
sides. They're common in 
Western Canada and parts 
of the U.S.. where they're 
sometimes scorned for leav¬ 
ing holes that can ruin ex¬ 
pensive farm equipment. 

But not in Ontario. Here, 
badgers are scarce and elu¬ 
sive. 

Biologist Josh Sayers, lead¬ 
er of the Ontario Badger Pro¬ 
ject, a conservation program 
to save the grizzled grey crea¬ 
tures, calls them "ghost-like." 

Indeed, because they're 
nocturnal, few people ever 
see them. Plus, they have a 
huge range that they move 
within every few days. One 
badger around Till son burg, 
Ont., called 80,000 acres 
home. That encompasses 
many farms. 

“Because badgers' range is 
so broad, we need farmers to 
work together to help main¬ 
tain habitat," says Sayers. 
“Nearly all of our work takes 
place on farms, for badgers, 
agriculture is huge." 

Sayers has worked with 
farmers for eight years 
to help badgers survive. 
Through farm visits and 
through the project's web¬ 
site, he answers questions 
about these mysterious creEk-

tures — their distribution 
end abundance, habitat, prey 
(they're carnivores), mortal¬ 
ity. and how they fit into 
the agricultural landscape 
of southern Ontario.

for badgers here. This is the 
eastern fringe of their con¬ 
tinental range, so they were 
never very plentiful here to 
begin with. And it doesn't 
take much to disrupt their 
ecosystems, like cities swal-

lowing up Ontario farmland. 

That makes farmers' con¬ 
servation efforts even more 
important. 

But even at the best of 
Lillies, how do you keep track 
of 200 badgers in a province 
the size of Ontario? 

Well, besides registering

— see sidebar) Sayers and a 
handful of others, including 
researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph, have -outfitted 
10 badgers with small radio 
transmitters.

activated trail cameras [sorry, 
no badger cam] strategically 
placed near known burrows, 
they monitor the animals' 
movement. 

Such remote surveillance 
beats trying to follow a badg¬ 
er on foot, from county to 
county, or meeting one face 
to face, especially if it feels 
threatened. Badgers are 
known for punching Eibove 
their weight, as seen in the 
video that went viral of the 
badger in Utah burying an 
entire cow carcass. 

But despite their ferocity, 
badgers' future depends on 
farmers' help with habitat. 

And they're getting it. 

Over the past 20 years or 
so, various levels of"govern¬ 
ment and conservation au¬ 
thorities have helped farmers 
replant thousands of acres of 
trees, and retire fragile land 
along creeks, rivers and lakes. 

Those measures are vital 
for food, water and shelter 
for many wild animals, in¬ 
cluding badgers. 

“There’s a very strong and 
growing ethic in the farm 
community to appreciate and 
manage the landscape for bio¬ 
diversity." says Harold Rudy, 
executive officer of the On¬ 
tario Soil and Crop Improve¬ 
ment Association. "We run a 
lot of conservation programs 
and workshops for farmers 
across Ontario, and they are 
almost always sold out."

Magic Mystic 
Masks worn for 
Canada’s first 
horror film

Canada's horror movie his¬ 
tory didn't start with David 
Cronenberg. That honour 
belongs to The Mask (1961). 

A low-budget, high-concept 
psychological thriller, it was 
not only our first horror film 
but the first Canadian film 
to be widely distributed by 
an American studio —and 
the first to be shot (partial¬ 
ly) in 3D. 


The surreal story follows 
a psychiatrist who finds an 
ancient mask that unleashes 
his inner demons whenever 
he puts it on — simitar to the 
plot of Jim Carrey's 1994 hit, 
also called The Mask. 

Moviegoers would know 
to put on their 3D glasses 
(called “Magic Mystic Masks" - ) 
whenever a voice on screen 
intoned: “Put the mask on.., 
now!" 

A modest success, The 
Mask was re-released as Eyes 
of HetJ in the early ’70s and 
broadcast on Canadian TV in 
the early 'SO during a brief 
resurgence of the 3D craze. 

It has spawned a cult fan- 
base, and the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival, along 
with the 3D Archive, have 
recently restored The Mask 
to its original glory.

Crosby, Malkin 
providing bulk 
of brilliance in 
latest Cup run 

Above all else, the Pittsburgh 
Penguins Lire here in the Stanley 
Cup final chasing history because 
of two long-time organizational 
pillars: Sidney Crosby and Lv- 
geni Malkin. 

Crosby -and. Malkin helped die 
Penguins climb from the depths 
of the NHL to the pursuit of el 
third title in the last nine years 
and. potentially, the first repeat 
win in the salary tap era. 

'They're both special, 1 ' Pen¬ 
guins winger Phil Kessel said. "If 
you watch them out there, they 
do some pretty special things" 


ve Pens flying high 


Good Fortune is largely why 
both ended up in Steel town. 

The Penguins were the NHL's 
worst team in the 2003-04 sea¬ 
son, but it weis the Capitals who 
drew the first pick and opted far 
Alex Ovechkin. That left Malkin 
there for the taking at No, 2. Over 
a yebLr Liter, every team in the 
league had a shot at the No. 1 
pick after the '04-'05 lockout, but 
the Pens — one of four teams 
with the maximum three lottery 
balls — emerged as the winner 
of the Crosby sweepstakes. 

A franchise was changed — 
and perhaps saved — as a result 
Crosby and Malkin have won 
two Gups far the Penguins and 
rank as two of the most prolific 
post-season performers in history. 
Crosby is tied for ninth all-time 
with til points per-grune. trailed 
closely by Malkin in 15th at 1.07, 
“They just do whatever it 
takes to win “ said Justin Schultz,

struck by the competitiveness 
habits of the duo when he joined 
the Penguins last season.

Malkin’s first trip to the final in 
2Q0S and after winning in 2009, 
needed another seven years just 
to get back once more. 

“We wanted to get back here 
and we knew that it was going 
to be difficult and there'd be a 
lot of obstacles and we found a 
way to get here now so it’s up 
to us to do something with the 


opportunity," Crosby said. 

The Cole Harbour native can 
join one-time mentor Mario 
Lemieux, Steve Yzerman Emd 
Wayne Gretzky as the only play¬ 
ers to captain back-to-back Cup 
winners in the last 30 years. He 
could eclipse even Mario with a 
third Cup iLemieux has Lidded 
two as an owner) and add to an 
already storied legacy, which 
includes a Conn Smythe Trophy, 

Crosby Lind Malkin have al¬ 
ready made a dent as the first 
team in the cap era to reach the 
final four times. They managed to 
get back this spring despite los¬ 
ing their best defenceman, Kris 
Letang for the season and top 
goalie. Matt Murray, for the bet¬ 
ter part of the first two rounds. 

The two are described by team¬ 
mates as understated leaders 
who drive the group mostly by 
example. MELlkin, though, has 
been chattering more and more 


lately in the dressing room, ac¬ 
cording to Chris Kunitz, one of 
only five players left from the 
Cup-winning team in 2009.
